Deval, and Mr. Gilbeigh, who, with a well selected chorus from the 
Theatre Royal Drury Lane, were expressly engaged.

Mr. R. Roxby, late manager of the Manchester Theatre Royal, has 
been playing at Scarborough since the 8th inst. The business has been 
moderately good. 

The Theatre Royal, Church-street, (late Liver), was opened for the 
season last Monday week, under the management of Mr. G. V. Brooke, 
who appeared as Hamlet. ‘The company, with a few exceptions, is really 
good; Mr. Higgie, Mr. Balls, Mr. C. F. Marshall, Mr. Chamberlain, 
Mr. T.Wyatt, Mrs. Fisher, and Miss M. E. Durat, being the principals. 
Martin Ciusslewt has been played as the afterpiece each evening with 
great success. 

Jacques Franca Mendez, the celebrated violincellist, has just offered 
the dedication of his third quatuor for two violins, a viola, and violincello, 
to his Royal Highness Prince Albert, who deigned to accept it in the 
most flattering manner. 

The site of the late Theatre Royal Manchester was put up for sale by 
auction on Wednesday week last, but £20,000 being put upon it, with 
a reserve of £5000, there was not a single offer. 

Letters from Boulogne atate that two dancers, of no common merit, 
are obtaining great success at the theatre of that city. The numerous 
foreigners who nightly fill the theatre recognise in Madame Lucien Clair 
the grace and poetic /égéreté of a real sylphide. Her husband ably 
supports her, and both are warmly applauded as being by far the best 
ehoregraphs who have appeared on that stage. 

An excellent German cumpany is continuing its representations to 
crowded houses at Bruxelles. The Enchanted Flute, Der Freischuiz, 
Don Juan, and Fidelio, have been successively performed. It appears 
Beethoven’s music has produced an astonishing sensation on the public

Sheis preparing her” 
self’ under the daily instruction of M. Maze, an ancient primier danseur 
at the Opera, for new débuts. Le Monde Musical indulgently thinks 
that this second trial will acquire for the young and handsome figurante 
the confirmation of her previous success at St. Petersburgh, Warsaw, 
Lisbon, London, Berlin, and Dresden. Paris will not alone refuse a 
sanction already given by so many capitals.
